EAST HAMPTON DOG OWNER CHARGED 

WITH VIGILANTISM 

Acting on a tip, the Hamptons Police on Thursday 
raided an East Hampton home and arrested the 
property owner, Lionel Bolling. The police allege 
that the basement of Bolling’s home contained 
apparatus that was being used in plans to illegally 
inflict “cruel and unusual punishment” upon 
his neighbor. 

“This was the culmination of a long-running 
dispute,” says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “Mr. Bolling’s neighbor keeps a rather 
large number of dogs as pets, and the two had 
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instead it blocks both the up and down escalators. 
The escalators thus cannot be used for either 
coming or going. As cost overruns needed to block 
both escalators have wiped out all the funding for 
that location, the President has so far not issued 
more funding, which means the extra wall stays in 
place for now. To access the Westhampton Beach 
platform, either up or down, use the stairs. 


ADDITION TO OUR BUILDING 

Hamptons Subway desperately needs an addition 
to our building on Ponquogue Avenue in Hampton 
Bays, but the project is being held up by the 
Southampton Planning Board and the Hampton 
Bays Historical Society. 

Our four-story building was originally 
constructed in 1936, well before zoning. Designed 
by Hitler’s architect Albert Speer, it is a historic 
structure, the only example of monumental Third 
Reich architecture ever built in America. (America 
and Germany were friends in 1936). The Planning 
Board’s position is that although the original 
building before zoning is grandfathered in, no 
extensions can be made since the grandfathering. 
The Historical Society’s objections are about the 
historical protections offered this building, but 


not any future extension. The addition is needed 
to house the TSA security officials who screen 
everyone who uses the subway (without their 
knowledge.) Currently, they operate out of a 
broom closet. They also need the extra space for 


_ the holding cells. 


SPIKE IN USAGE 

The recent arrival of cold weather has resulted in 
an increase in the daily number of people using the 
system. Some people are now riding the subway 
because it’s a thing to do, a tourist attraction that 
is warm this time of year. We expect the ridership 
will decline come springtime as people stop using 
it just to say warm. 


NEW ARRANGEMENT WITH WALMART 

To fight Amazon, Walmart has reached out to 
Hamptons Subway for a partnership, and we have 
been happy to oblige. Beginning on January 15, 
you can order by phone what you need from the 
closest Walmart, the one in Riverhead, and then 
go down to your nearest subway stop and pick up 
your purchase where Walmart will set it on the 


_platform for you to take home. All you have to do is 


let them know which stop you will be picking up at 
and when. An email will alert you when it arrives 
to go down and pick it up. Much better than having 
to drive all the way to Riverhead. (Our cut of the 
transaction is your subway card swipe to let you 
through the turnstiles to get it).

been squabbling over dog-related issues for 
years.” According to Hirsch, over the years Bolling 
had taken issue with barking that went on at all 
hours of the day and night, and had threatened 
to get animal control officers involved. Bolling 
had also complained of large amounts of dog 
feces winding up on his property, accusing his 
neighbor of failing to confine his animals to his 
own property or to clean up after them. “There 
was a lot of tension in this relationship, in other 
words,” says Hirsch. 

The tension had ratcheted up about two months 
ago, say other residents of the neighborhood, after 
several of the neighbor’s dogs went missing when 
a gate along the 12-foot-high fence separating the 
properties was discovered open. Bolling denied 
he had done this, but received what he called 
“threatening letters” from lawyers representing 
the neighbor. After the missing dogs returned 
home and neighbor added four more pups to the 
mix, “Mr. Bolling became increasingly unhinged 
about the whole situation,” according to a 
nearby resident. 

The dispute between Mr. Bolling and the 
potential victim raged on until the victim 
disappeared from the neighborhood about three 


weeks ago. “Neighbors just assumed he had gone 
someplace sunny for the winter,” says Hirsch, 
“and we got a call to come investigate.” 

The reality they discovered was much darker 
than that. The official report says that the items 
found in the basement of Bolling’s home include 
a digital movie projector, the speaker system 
reported stolen from the last Metallica world 
tour, a 40-foot-high inflatable screen and 43 Blu- 
Ray DVD copies of the film 101 Dalmatians. It 
appears that Bolling had been planning to put the 
screen up against the fence and screen the movie 
nonstop above his neighbor’s yard. 

“Mr. Bolling seems to have decided to take 
matters of the law and justice into his own 
hands,” says Hirsch, “acting as judge and jury 
and ready to sentence his neighbor to torture 
with continuous viewing of this film. We can 
only imagine the irreparable harm that might 
have been done to both the homeowner and the 
dogs.” When pressed, Hirsch allowed that 101 
Dalmatians is a quite an entertaining film, but, 
he was quick to add, “that’s not the point.” ga

| aie history will mark the end of the peaceful 
recent generation as the moment that Donald 
Trump got up to speak at the United Nations and 
declared that, for him, America came first. He 
urged other nations to do the same. Life would be 
better for everybody that way. 

It won't. In recent weeks (it’s been that 
quick) our view of China has gone from friendly 
competitor who might soon surpass us on 
the world stage—oh well, you win some, you 
lose some—to the rising of a beast that must 
be confronted. 

What is the cause of this sudden change in 
our viewpoint? 

Our leader has denounced international 
trade. Now it’s nation by nation. In the past, for 
example, when the wealthy Arabs built Dubai, 
we applauded them. It was not a threat It was a 
new Las Vegas, a new destination for holidays. A 
friendly competitor, in a small country ruled by 
a prince.

The EU is withholding infrastructure funding 
for Hungary and Poland for the same reason. So, 
China has arrived and is financing a superhighway 
and high-speed rail link from Hungary to Serbia 
in the Balkans. They'll be their friend. 

International trade has had its problems. 
American blue-collar workers have been getting 
the short end of the stick. But working together 
has kept us out of war. The new nationalism 
is a war waiting to happen. This is no longer 
about mankind. America has been #1. That’s the 
American flag on the moon. We intend to keep 
it that way. China has this week landed on the 
far side of the moon. The war could start if the 
Chinese creep around to the near side of the 
moon and try to remove our Amercan flag we 
planted there.

Strangely enough, the editors of The New York 
Times ordered a long, thoughtful study done 
about China, truly expecting, I believe, that the 
result would show our trade war with China to be 
ill-conceived. Instead, the story support’s Donald 
Trump’s position. The Times study fills an entire 
20-page section of the paper. In its entirety, 
it’s about 20,000 words. Who reads such long 
articles? Well, I did. 

Its headline is “China Rules.” And the stories 
that follow would lead you to think that the 
smiling face of Chairman Xi, now that we have 
America First and China First, is worth a few 
million American sons killed or wounded in an 
attempt to rid the earth of this scourge.

The authors of this study suggest that the high- 
speed rail link between Hungary and Serbia is a 
transportation link that will cut through one of 
the “chokepoints” for goods around the world 
so they can continue to flow to China, but not 
anywhere else. The Times identifies five such 
chokepoints they say the Chinese want to control. 
They are the Suez Canal, the Straits of Hormuz, 
the Straits of Gibraltar, the Horn of Africa (the 
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Chinese now have a port at Djibouti), the Straits 
of Malacca and the entrance to the Black Sea 
between Turkey and Greece. (The Chinese have 
invested heavily in Piraeus.) 

“At any one of these places, an outbreak of 
hostility could imperil China’s free movement 
around the world,” the Times reports. They could 
have said it would imperil the United States’ free 
movement around the world. Same thing. 

The Times writes that, contrary to popular 

belief, China hates foreigners. “China sees 
history as Chinese mastery degraded by Colonial 
depravity. They teach that Chinese mastery led to 
the invention of the compass, gunpowder, paper 
and printing.” The Times says Britain brought 
the Chinese to heel with opium, the Japanese 
- with brutality and the United States by charges of 
‘human rights.” That’s what Chinese educators 
teach their kids. 
_ The Times fans the flames around the Chinese 
theft of intellectual property, the subsidizing 
of state-owned companies to create unfair 
competition and their dumping many products 
in America below cost. 

Furthermore, the Chinese Navy has taken over 
the China Sea that is bordered by, in addition to 
China, the Philippines, Indonesia, Taiwan and 
Vietnam. These waters used to be the playground 


of America’s Pacific Fleet in the same way that 


the Caribbean is the playground of America’s 
Atlantic Fleet. How dare they! 

Ready to go to war, ain’t ya? 

Let’s review a few things. 

When Winston Churchill became prime 
minister, he said, “I have not become the King’s 
prime minister in order to preside over the 
liquidation of the British Empire.” But in the 
end, with colonies rebelling 10 years after the war 
ended, he did it anyway, with great grace.

Ever wonder why the Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor in 1941? Those were the days before the 
United Nations and before international trade 
wars. Nations pitted themselves against other 
nations. Everybody was looking fora win. 

The Japanese were taking over the economies 
and governments of dozens of countries along 
the Pacific Rim. They were threatening Australia. 
They were threatening India. In 1940, the 
Japanese war machine rolled along by buying 
American oil. President Roosevelt decided to 
punish the Japanese for brutally expanding their 
empire. He ordered America to stop selling oil to 
the Japanese. In response, the Japanese (or as we 
called them at the time, the Japs), attacked the 
entire Pacific Fleet in a stroke at Pearl Harbor, 
sinking most of it.

The Japanese military 
would simply take over the oil wells in Indonesia, 
Malaysia and Myanmar (formerly Burma) by 
force for their military.

In the Cold War, the Russians took over other 
countries by force. Tucking them in behind the 
Iron Curtain cut off all business with America and 
made them subservient to a brutal dictatorship in 
Moscow. America would fall like an apple from a 
tree. We had to stop them, and we did. 


In today’s world of international trade, rivals 
battle for a piece of the pie and everybody benefits. 
Toyotas are made in America; McDonald’s does 
business in Beijing.

This new unstoppable powder keg is a toxic 
mixture of America First businesses and liberals 
offended by dictators.

With America First, all the little countries 
are taking sides. About a third of those siding 
with America are corrupt dictatorships where 
democracy is dead.

ll us media people have our little tricks. 

Something happens in town, we have people 
in government we can call. Thus we can bring 
you the latest news and, if we are so inclined, our 
perspective on it. 

It came to my attention this fall that we’ve 
had a bit of rain here in the Hamptons, maybe 
four days every week. I noticed it first right 
after the film festival. And it went on and on, a 
bit of rain every day.

“It’s the 
shutdown. We're only sending out weather alerts. 
Call back when the government shutdown is over 
and we can give you the stats about last quarter.” 

Unspoken was they were not getting paid. 


So there you have it, straight from the horse’s 
mouth. NOAA is furloughed to the basics. Mum’s 
the word. 

So here’s my source for the rain almost every 
day from October through December. I shoot 
hoops in my driveway, weather permitting, every 
day. I have a backboard attached to the garage. 
This fall, weather was not permitting. I can’t play 
in the rain. I was playing two days a week, maybe 
three. That’s my source. Take it or leave it. 

Here’s the compromise that I think should 
be agreed upon to end the shutdown. The

% ancer care in the Hamptons just received 
a major upgrade. The New York Cancer 
& Blood Specialists unveiled a state-of-the-art 
PET/CT scanner at a ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
their South Fork location, Southampton Medical 
Oncology, on Wednesday, December 19. 

The new device is a 2018 
Discovery IQ manufactured by GE 
Healthcare, the first of its kind 
on the East End. It’s capable of 
performing both positron emission 
tomography (PET) and computed 
tomography (CT), and it provides 
superior image quality in a shorter 
scan time while giving patients 
much less radiation exposure 
compared to older models. Prior 
to its installation, Southampton 
patients would have to drive to 
the East Setauket location to use a 
hybrid scanner, but now premium 
care is easily accessible. 

While similar in function, 
the two scanning techniques detect cancer in 
different ways and are both vital to diagnosis 
and management. CT, or CAT, scans use rotating 
x-rays to detect tumors and assess their size, 
shape, solidity and exact location in the body. 
They ve also been used to find abscesses, strokes, 
head injuries and internal bleeding. 

“From the modalities—the 


MRIs, CT 


scans, X-rays, ultrasounds—PET scans are a 


bit different,” Radiology Manager Ana Pakal 
explains. “A PET scan looks at the cellular level, 
and it picks up the disease at an early stage, where 


with MRIs and CT scans, you have to wait for the - 


disease to progress, then they pick up on it.” PET 
scans do this by utilizing a radioactive tracer 
injected into the patient, which gets absorbed 
more rapidly by cancer cells than by healthy

cells. “We review the organs and the tissue, and 
that tracer that we give them attaches to those 
organs and it picks up. PET scans are pretty 
sensitive compared to all the other modalities.” 
Some doctors have even used this technique to 
study Alzheimer’s disease, Parkinson’s disease 
and other brain and seizure disorders. 

PET scans are an immensely important first 


step toward cancer treatment and are frequently

recommended by the doctors. “PET scans set the 
stage for all of our patients, whether they go to 
chemo or whether they have to go for treatments 
or if the chemo needs to be changed, because PET 
scans determine the effectiveness of the chemo 
and all the procedures that follow it,” Pakal 
says. “By having it in-house, it works better for 
the patient.” 

With such precise early detection, 
one might assume that PET scans are 
the only viable diagnostic imaging 
technique, however there’s a vitally 
important reason why Southampton 
is getting a hybrid scanner. “[Patients] 
need to wait about three months in 
order to do a second PET scan, it 
depends patient to patient, but for 
those three months we can do CT 
scans.” The option to follow up on 
a diagnostic PET scan with a short- 
interval CT scan, is just one way that 
New York Cancer & Blood Specialists 
offer comprehensive, personalized 
care to their patients.

Comedian Joseph Vecsey Makes Adam Sandler Laugh 


A t first glance, Joseph Vecsey is an unassuming, 
somewhat quiet guy. Polite and friendly, he’s not 
at all what one would expect when thinking of side- 
splittingly funny standup comedians. But after delving 
into what makes him tick, the funnyman in Vecsey 
begins to rear his head. 

“You know, it’s hard,” Vecsey begins when asked 
where he draws his inspiration. “If things are really 
good, it’s sometimes hard to write. For example, I 
haven't had a toxic relationship in a while, so I don’t 
have anything to say about that. But hopefully that 
comes soon, hopefully that happens! I can’t wait for the 
next one,” he says with a wink. 

Vecsey started doing standup while he was studying 
film at Brooklyn College. “I was writing scripts at film 
school and stuff. It was all comedies, so I was already 
writing scripts—that’s what I wanted to do,” he says. “I 
wanted to mainly work in film, and my friend wanted 
to try standup, and I said I’d write some jokes for him 
because I was curious. I wasn’t planning on going up, 
and he kind of forced me to go up on an open mic, and I 
was scared out of my mind! But it went well and we just 
kind of kept doing it. I never saw myself doing standup 
before that.” 

After finishing school, Vecsey got a job as a 
production assistant on the set of the Adam Sandler 
film Grown Ups 2, where he forged a relationship 
with the iconic star thanks to their shared love of 
basketball. “The first person who made an intro for 
us was Colin Quinn. I knew him from the standup 
stage. We were all fans of street basketball. He kind of 
initially made the intro with us. Basketball was a big 
common denominator,” Vecsey says. He and Sandler 
are now longtime collaborators; most recently, Vecsey

But it hasn’t always been such smooth sailing for 
Vecsey. “I’m kind of a slow learner, so the first, even, 
four years of comedy is very like...I didn’t feel like a 
real comedian until maybe six or seven years in. I don’t 
know, you just kind of keep learning,” he says. Vecsey 
then: recounts the story of his most memorable (and 
not in a good way) gig. “The worst show I had—I’ve 
had a few really bad shows—but I definitely remember, 
four or five months into doing comedy, I did someone’s 
birthday in Florida. They put me in front of the buffet 
table standing up with a mic and everybody gathered 
around. Nobody was sitting, they were just standing 
like I was giving a toast. Man...I was supposed to do 
15 minutes. I did like seven; I was bombing so bad! 
Everyone was looking at me, and I just remember the 
disgust in people’s faces, even people I knew, it was 
like they didn’t even know me anymore!” he says with 
a laugh. “To this day I still have nightmares about that 
show. It was one of the worst experiences I ever had, 
but what was cool is I saw the [homeowner] a couple 
years ago, and he knew I was doing stuff with Sandler 
and touring, and standup and stuff. He said, ‘I knew 
if you could get through that, you could get through 
anything!’ People still talk about it to me. That was 
intense. That stands out as a bad experience, but it’s 
funny now.” @&

Not if you started off 
with the Grilled Shinnecock 
Calamari. The dish’s fresh-as- 
can-be squid in its spicy dressing 
with roasted peppers, grilled red 
onions, mesclun, orange supremes 
and shaved fennel remains among 
the best calamari in the world, bar 
none. 7. Oreya’s panisse. The little 
wonders they doled out at Dan’s 
Taste of Two Forks Presented by 
Farrell Building Company—with 
heirloom tomato salad, Meyer lemon 
aioli, kale gremolata and olive oil 
were to die for. 8. Dessert took the 
cake! When 14 chefs and hundreds 
of foodies gathered to celebrate 
Claudia Fleming’s contributions to 
the East End dining scene at the 
Halyard on July 7 at Dan’s Chefs of 
the North Fork event, it was all about 

love and dessert. I was particularly 
taken with the Elderflower Olive Oil Cake with 
local blueberries and lemon mascarpone crema 
from Lombardi’s Love Lane Market.

13. Their kdse spGtzle is mixed with corn and zucchini 
chunks, somehow Chef Wolfgang Ban has prepared the 
vegetables in a way that enhances the lusciousness of 
this gruyere-driven dish. 14. The tuna with wasabi 
microgreens brought some welcome heat and the 
cauliflower with its bright salsa verde, pistachios and 
lemon zest was just right. 15. When my husband and 
I headed into Lucharitos in Greenport for the first 
time I decided to order the most plebeian thing on 
the menu—a veggie Frida’s Salad. This mélange of 
mixed local greens, tomato, corn salsa, salsa fresca and 
guacamole was outstanding. 16. The good-stuff-they- 
can’t-actually-call-“Port” from Sannino Vineyards 
in Peconic. If the traditional fortified red dessert wine 
is called Port because it’s from Portugal, let’s call this 
good stuff from the North Fork “Nort.” 17. A double: the 
final course in the recent Macari Vineyards dinner 
at the Maidstone in East Hampton on November 
30 was truly the piece de resistance: lavender panna 
cotta topped with honey poached - pears, paired 
with Macari’s Block E Dessert Wine. 18. The 
butternut squash banh mi at the Amber Waves 
Farmers Market in Amagansett. I'll see you there 
next fall! gg.

Southampton Hospital Honors Activist Edie Windsor 


dith “Edie” Windsor, who passed away in 

September 2017, will always be remembered for 
being the catalyst in overturning Section 3 of the 
Defense of Marriage Act, paving the way for same-sex 
marriage in the United States. Windsor was also a 
beloved Southamptonite, an integral part of the area’s 
community for many years. To honor her legacy and 
life, Stony Brook Southampton Hospital’s HIV/AIDS 
treatment and outreach program, The David E. Rogers, 
MD Center will be renamed The Edith Windsor Center 
later this year. 

“Edie Windsor was a good friend of the hospital 
and part of our family, and her death really inspired 
us to honor her work and her legacy,” says Stony 
Brook Southampton Hospital’s Chief Development 
Officer Steven Bernstein. “It made perfect sense 
at this time, as our David E. Rogers center is 
about to enter into a transition, to rethink it and 
reinvent it, and in the process honor the life and 
legacy of someone who is such an iconic figure 
in the LGBTQ community.” The Center currently 
provides outpatient services, including HIV testing, 
treatment and support services for those living with 
HIV/AIDS, 

The hospital is currently working to expand the 
center’s already comprehensive programs, and will 
take this transitional time to honor Windsor, as 
well as others, for their exceptional contributions to 
the LGBTQ world. “We're not only going to rename 
the center; we're also going to undertake a million- 
dollar capital campaign to relocate the center from 
its present site in Southampton to a site in Hampton 
Bays, to expand its current range of programs and 
present an award every year to someone who best 


emulates Edie’s life and work. It’s 
an opportunity that works on all 
levels for us,” Bernstein says. Part 
of the fundraising campaign will 
take place at Edie’s Backyard BBQ, 
an annual Hamptons event held 
every Memorial Day weekend. 
The hospital is also working on 
a gift campaign and hopes to 
secure funds from both individuals 
and organizations. 

Bernstein hopes that by 
renaming and relocating the 
Center, more people will become 
aware of its services. “People 
love the Center. People who get 
treatment there and people who 
know of the Center hold it in the 
highest regard because it’s the only 
one of its kind on the East End,” 
he explains. “Part of the problem 
for us is that too few people know 
about it. In doing what we're doing, 
in undertaking this campaign, it 
gives us an opportunity to call attention to the Center 
in a very meaningful and productive way. This will 
heighten public awareness about the Center and what 
it does. Our intention is not only to raise the funds 
needed to support the Center and its current and 
proposed set of programs but also [educate] the people 
on the East End and beyond.” 

The Center is just one of the many initiatives for 
the hospital that have sprung up in the wake of the 
merger with Stony Brook Medicine, which was made

official in 2017. “Our partnership 
with Stony Brook Medicine has 
been very positive and important 
for the entire operation,” Bernstein 
says. “It’s given us an opportunity 
to raise the level of care we provide 
to the East End across the board. 
The looming prospect of building 
a new hospital on the campus of 
[Stony Brook Southampton] is very 
exciting. The opportunity to build 
a satellite emergency department 
in East Hampton is very exciting. 
So our coming together with Stony 
Brook has been a very positive 
move for us and the community. In 
the months and years to come, the 
impact of that partnership will be 
even greater.” 

It’s an exciting time for Stony 
Brook Southampton Hospital and 
the LGBTQ population of the East 
End, to be sure. “It’s an opportunity 

to reimagine the healthcare 
landscape of the East End,” Bernstein says. “We’re not 
going to get a chance to do this again in our lifetime, 
and we want to do it right and provide our community 
with the best possible care, and were taking the 
steps in our planning process to make sure that’s the 
case. This initiative, our ability to enhance and call 
attention to this center to renaming it, is just one part 
of them.”

UW elcome to 2019, everyone. Many of us 
are glad to see the back of 2018 for 
several reasons. Numerous agents have told 
us that they were disappointed that big sales 
didn’t happen, despite a robust stock market.

Time and again, we’ve seen really well-done 
flips or new construction that is clearly prize 
quality (quirky, interesting features; good- 
looking architectural elements rather than 
the same ol’ same ol’) sell quickly, even in a 
down market. 

DRINK MORE WATER 

The East End is lucky enough, because of 
our geography, to have quite possibly the nicest, most 
interesting waterfront housing stock in the country. 
Between majestic oceanfront, sunlit bays, serene ponds, 
sweet creeks and wetlands filled with wildlife, we’ve 
got it all. And of course, waterfront land commands a 
premium. We as citizens and homeowners are getting 
much better about protecting our precious water (some

of us can remember Montauk ponds with piles of soap 
suds on the shoreline back in the ’70s) but it’s not 
good enough.

But in recent years, the pond has 
suffered from toxic algal blooms, which not only kill 
wildlife but also present a human health threat. We can 
do better.

Let’s stop overpricing houses, both as 
agents and sellers.

Making sure older 
homes and buildings are code-compliant 
when it comes to smoke alarms, sprinklers, and so on 
is important to preserving these irreplaceable parts of 
our history.
